Yugoslav-Soviet Bloc

BELGRADE. Sunday ‘(Reu- 
ter). — Projected state visits 
by the Soviet President, Mar- 
shal Klementi Voroshilov. to 
Yugoslavia, and by President 
Tite to Poland, might still 
possibly be postponed or cur- 
tailed, diplomatic sources here 
said. 

The Soviet President is due 
in Belgrade in mid-May, while 
President Tito has accepted 
an invitation from Mr. Wila- 
dysiaw Gomulka, the Polish 
leader, to travel to Warsaw 
at the end of May or the be- 
ginning of June 

The political climate for 
the two visits hag been cloud- 
ed by the new ideological dis- 
pute between Yugoslavia and 
the Soviet bloc, culminatin 
in sharp attacks on Kremlin 
policies at the recent Yugo- 
slay Communist Party con- 
gress. 

According to diplomatic 
sources, there was a 60-40
